DETAILED ACTION 

• This action is responsive to the following communication: an amendment filed on 12/1/08. 

• Claims 1-16 are now allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-7, filed 12/1/08, with respect to claim 15 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 15 under U.S.C. 101 has been withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-9, filed 12/1/08, with respect to claims 1-16 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The prior arts rejection of claims 1-16 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

• Claims 1-16 are allowable over prior art of record. 

• The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The combined cited prior 
arts (US 6453268 to Carney et al and US 7072065 to Lester et al) of record teach a method and 
an apparatus for monitoring printer status including print cancel command, but the combined 
cited prior art of record fail to teach and/or suggest "a determining means/step for variably 
determining a frequency of checking whether a print cancel command is issued, based on the 
print conditions acquired in the acquisition means/step, the frequency being defined by an 
amount of the print data; and a checking means/step for periodically checking whether a print 
cancel command is issued, the checking performed every time the print control device generates 
or transfers the amount of print data corresponding to the frequency determined in the 
determining means/step while the print data is generated or transferred" and in combinations 
with other features as cited in independent claims 1, 8, and 15-16.
